There is not the slightest 
attempt at show or parade in the furniture 
or equipage; everything is for use and 
economy of trouble and space. The crook- 
«ry is soan'y and of tho plainest, and the 
faro, though sufficient in quantity, is just 
as homely as lhat of any thrifty and care- 
•fni mechanic in your city. 


A chop, with a cup of hot coffee, for 


breakfast; a bit of roast beei, with potatoes 
add "hard tack," confronting a dish of 
porfc and "greens" served for the five 
o clock dinner, which »as concluded with- 
out pastry or desert. 
A cup of tea and a 


bit of bread and butter at eight o'clock 
finished up the day.
